LONDON (Reuters) — Britain's Labor govern¬ 
ment suffered a stunning upset and an expected 
defeat in two byelectious Thursday, winding up the 
day with an 86-seat Commons majority. 

The traditionsily-ssfe East London seat of 
Walthamstow, Labor since 1920 and won in 1B8S 
by 8,125 votes, fell to the Conservatives by a 62-vote 
margin. The normalty-Tory seat of Cambridge, won 
by Labor In 1966 by a narrow margin, went Conser- 
vatite by 84118 votes.

pCONOMISTS, who include members of the Eco- 
-* -* nomic Council of Canada, have been throwing out 
hints and even exhortations, that the government is 
outgpending the nation’s potential, and that economies 
in government spending must be tackled as a first 
recourse. 

If economists were always right, it could be said 
that Canada is in a precarious position. But fortunately 
they are not, and in the past many things have 
happened to right the ship when the experts thought 
it was impossible. Similarly expert! have been not¬ 
ably unreliable in predicting periods of boom and de¬ 
pletion, or more particularly have been extremely 
inefficient in dating them. 

On the other hand the fourth annual review 
of the Economic Council of Canada contains many 
undoubted facta and truths which government cannot 
confute. 

For instance, the council says that despite the 
extremely heavy involvement of the U S. in the Viet¬ 
nam war in 1965 and 1966, the rate of government 
spending in Canada during those years rose more 
rapidly than it did in the U.S. The increase of ex¬ 
penditure in the U.S. was 25 per cent; in Canada 35 
per cent. 

Despite this tremendous Increase in government 
spending, Parliament must be considered to have 
failed abjectly to provide the type of housing pro¬ 
gram which the country badly needs. 

The Economic Council says housing is the major 
pi-oblem of government and Is developing^ into a criti¬ 
cal stage. Failure to keep costs to a reasonable level 
in provision of homes weighs heavily in any judgment 
of government. 

With the housing situation showing no signs of 
improvement, and indeed with mortgage money be¬ 
coming more and more ridiculously usurious, the gov¬ 
ernment is maintaining its stand that welfare schemes 
must have priority. Medicare is one example. 

No one doubts that medicare of some sort or 
other is needed, but as the economists point out all 
the*’extremely costly schemes should be undertaken 
only when it is proved to be within the means of the 
country to afford them and after other essentials are 
met 

The Economic Council believes that government 
can do this but only Jf a high priority is given to 
abandonment of obsolete programs and activities. 

Failure to have an effective system for review¬ 
ing priorities and for reducing and eliminating mar¬ 
ginal and obsolete programs could eventually lead to 
restriction or curtailment of many much more worth¬ 
while schemes of high growth and welfare value. 

The other option of course facing government is 
higher taxation to meet the new expenditures. But 
it is a palliative rather than a remedy. 

Civic Voting 

I N A NEW DEPARTURE aimed to Infucrk bmer 
turnout at this year’s December elections in Vic¬ 
toria than is usually the case, City Hall has distributed 
a pamphlet to civic households with particulars about 
tha voting.

In a menage to electors Mayor Stephen points 
out this dispersal of voting stations is to make ballot¬ 
ing tasier for citizens, plus the hope that advantage 
is taken of the increased facilities. 

A multiple system ot polling stations is something 
this newspaper has frequently advocated, particularly 
in view of the number of elderly and handicapped 
reslitnts who find it difficult to make the journey 
downtown.'- It should havd been in force long ago. 
but Its initiation is to-be welcomed. 

The;number of ipartment blocks which have 
arisen in various area of the city is mother reason 
why it was time, the single voting poficy was aban¬ 
doned. The* house many electors and a visit to the 
polls will now be much more convenient for them. 

JEven if the change doesn’t improve the voting 
tunixit at least the move is a practical one that 
lakfp heed of the problem some voters have in casting 
their votes. And proptsjuity Is always a persuasive 
factor.

Paraguay’s 

President 

Persists

G EN. Alfredo Stroessner, 
dean of Latin America’s 
strong men. la trying to create 
a democratic image (or hla 13- 
year-old regime, but hla politi¬ 
cal opponent* are unconvinced. 

Their skepticism has the 
support of history in this 
country where revolutions, 
counter-revolts, civil war, dic¬ 
tatorships and the repression 
and exile of political opposition 
have been the rule since ltll 
when Paraguay won independ¬ 
ence from Spain. 

One ot Stroessner’s proudest 
claims is that hia regime has 
brought internal peace to Para¬ 
guay. where 30 presidents took 
office and then departed — 
moat at them deposed by 
violence — in the first 54 years 
of the 20th century. 

Peace, he maintains, 1s the 
first prerequisite for social and 
economic progress in this 
underd eveloped, landlocked 
nation, 900 miles from the sea. 
*■ k ★ 

Many of his opponents admit 
privately that this is true, and a 
faw say political civil war woudfi 
break out again if ha left office 
tomorrow. 

They do not believe, however, 
that the way la clear yet for 
rtpri sentative government, 
deign* • new constitution estab¬ 
lishing a bicameral legislature 
to replace the one-house con- 
graas which has served mostly 
as a rubber stamp for the 
presidency. And they doubt that 
Stroessner really wants repre- 
aadative government. 

The son of s .German settler, 
Stroessner at 54 is a solidly 
built, unflappable man with 
thinning brown hair, a close- 
trimmed moustache and ■ tough 
and dominating will. He was 
commander-in-chief of the army 
when he was elected In 1954 to 
fill the unexpired term of a 
civilian president ousted by 
military revolt. His election 
ended seven years of political 
upheaval which began with a 
bloody, six-month civil war. 
Seven different men had been 
president in almost comic suc¬ 
cession. One of them lasted only 
nine days, a record even tor 
Latin America. 

Twice re-elected, Stroessner'Is 
now serving the last year of the 
final five-year term he was 
legally allowed under Para¬ 
guay's old constitution. The new 
constitution, adopted last month 
In a convention, dominated by 
Stroasmer's OtHorado Party, 
allows him to run for two more 
five-year terms. 

* * * 

No one doubts that he wll! run 
and be re-elected. He has firm 
control of the Colorado Party, 
Paraguay’s largest. He has the 
full backing of the armed forces 
of which he is still commander- 
in-chief. Moreover, the military 
officer corps Is part of the 
Colorado Party. 

Stroessner begaft his “demo¬ 
cratizing" program with the 
last presidential and congres¬ 
sional elections In 1963. He 
invited opposition parties to 
take part. All refused except a 
■mall group ot the Liberal 
Party which broke away from 
its parent organization to enter 
candidates. 

Diplomatic observers say 
there Is a better political 
atmosphere in Paraguay .today 
than there has been for years. 

But opposition leaders are 
wary. They point out that the 
new constitution gives greater 
authority to the president than 
the old one, including renewed 
powers to declare a state of 
siege with suspension of consti¬ 
tutional guarantees, to dissolve 
aoggnag and to rula by dec roc.

| established fact that the terror- 
lists are being trained, armed 
and smuggled into Rhodesia by 
the black African Common¬ 
wealth Republic of Zambia."

Small 
wonder that the Rhodesian 
natives Inform the police and 
frontier guards of their where¬ 
abouts and do all they can to 
get them arrested or shot down. 

1 have been to a good deal of 
trouble to get at the facts, being 
litereated for personal reasons. 
May I end by quoting from a 
report on Rhodesia that was 
placed before Congress on April 
U 1967. by Mr. John M. 
Aahbrook, an Ohio member. 
After an introductory speech 
Ur. Ashbrook read this report 
which was produced by tore* 
independent American ohaerv- 
«*: a uni varsity pnfiua, a 
iiaqipti elito;, and as 


authority on international law. 
These three men logsther 
krmed a fact-finding delegation 
which went to Rhodesia speci¬ 
ally to report on condition 
there to their sponsor, the 
American-African Affaire As¬ 
sociation. 

There is plenty at aoromunlit 
money available for this expen¬ 
sive operation and It also has 
the blissing at the Zambian.

Details of a suicide note left by the Nazi 
leader Hermann Goering, who swallowed cyanide 
In his cell In Nuremberg an hour before the time 
fixed for his execution in October, 1946, have been 
released for die first time. 

The note waa addressed to 
Col. Burton C. Andrus, former 
U.S. army governor of 
Nuremberg prison, where 
Goering and other high-rank¬ 
ing Nazis were held during 
their trial. It waa dated Oct. 

U — «ve ‘days before Gbet- 
ing's death. It aaid: 

“To the commandant — 1 
have always had the capsules 
of poison with me from the 
time that I became a 
prisoner. When taken to Mbn- 
dorf (the Interrogation centre, 
codenamed Ashcan, In Lux¬ 
embourg) I had three cap¬ 
sules. The first I left in my 
clothes so that it would be 
found when a search was 
made. The second I placed 
under the clathea-rack on 
undressing and took It to me 
again an dressing.

These are 
about the earliest erf all our hardy 
flowers, seldom later than February 
and sorretimes blooming Just shortly 
after the turn of the year. 

The Winter Aconite seldom exoeeds 
five inches in height and is suitable, 
therefore, to occupy small pockets In 
the rock garden, in large drifts pi tha 
rougher parts of the lawn, or aa an 
edging to the wild garden or perennial 
border. Aa these bulbs bloom to early In 
the year. It la Important to get them 
planted early, Ideally before the middle 
of October, so they wil! have ample 
time to get their roots well down before 
the soil cools off. 


groundwork of cleae- blue floaters 
beneath weeping branches of yellkw 
bells makes a spring picture which is 
almost breath taking in ita loveliness. 

Wille any ordinary garden soil will 
grow gjod Grape Hyacinths, they seem 
to have a special fondness for lesrfmoid.

While they all 
survive and grow, some kinds put on a 
much better flowering show if planted 
early. 

BUtb: of Muacari, the Grape Hya¬ 
cinth. tor instance, like to get started on 
the jr* pushing out new roots quite 
early in the fall. If you want a superb 
showing of these lovely flowers next 
spring, you'd better get started on their 
planting within the next three or four 
weeks.

Plant about 2 inchea deep and 3 
inches arart, but not in rows nor spaced 
umj evenly apart. Muscari, along with 
SciHas and Crocuses, always look better 
in irregular massing*, giving a wild or 
naturalized effect. They needn't be 
lifted next summer after the foliage 
dies down — unless you decide you 
want to move them — but can be left 
undisturbed And In the same position for 
years. Onoe happily established, they 
will increase In numbers and spread out 
gradually over an ever-widening area of 
ground. 

Another early bird is Eranthis 


Muscari grows to about 10 inches 
tall, making miniature bellbell-shaped 
florets clustered like a bunch of Utile 
fat grapes on the end of a slender stalk, 
hence the name Grape Hyacinth. They 
bloom mostly in April, making brilliant 
patches of color In the rock garden or 
in beds and borders, and they are 
particularly effective naturalized as a 
ground cover under a Forsyth)a. The 


Plant them freely — they are cheap 
to buy — setting them In two inches deep 
sad two inches apart, again la a 
haphazard planting plan. 

Other bulbs which benefit from early 
plantbig are the Crown Imperial, Glory 
of the Saow and the Spring Snowflake.

LONDON (Reuters) — Britain’s Labor govern¬ 
ment suffered a stunning upset and an expected 
defeat in two byelectioos Thursday, winding up the 
day with an 86-seat Commons majority. 

The tradtttonally-safe East London seat of 
Walthamstow. Labor since 1926 and won la 196< 
by 8,725 votes, fell to the Conservatives by a 62-vote 
margin. Tin nonnally-Tory seat of Cambridge, won 
by Labor in 1966 by a narrow margin, went Conser¬ 
vative by 5,978 votes.
